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THOUGHTS OF OUR DISCONTENTS. 


In the current issue of the Saturday Re­ 
view of Literature, Dr. Henry Seidel Can­ 
by offers some pregnant reflections upon 
present-day conditions in which he speaks 
not for himself alone but for many. 
“The spectacle of the United States in 
the six years since 1918 does not lift the 
heart,” he writes. 
“In politics, in com­ 
merce, in leadership and in movements of 
thought and emotion the plane has been 
low, the direction self-centered, the scope 
narrow, and vision has been notably ab­ 
sent. 
In spite of feverish activity and a 
rather hysterical pursuit of happiness, the 
tone of America has been dull, with a 
definite slant toward vulgarity on the one 
hand and materialism on the other. 
Eu­ 
rope, as Mr. Garvin recently observed, has 
lost interest in American 
political 
and 
social institutions, which no longer seem 
admirable. 
Only our patterns of business 
standardization, our mechanical amuse­ 
ments and our educational 
experiments, 
which, in a period of stagnation remain 
vigorous, 
still 
carry 
Americanization 
throughout the world. 
As a nation we 
are largely ignorant of the causes respon­ 
sible for the few economic ills from which 
we suffer, we are indifferent to a military 
situation in Europe and the east more 
menacing than before 1914, and, having 
learned little from history, still fancy that 
we can feather our 
own 
nest 
in safety 
while the axes shine about the tree. 
“ Many Americans 
have 
fallen into 
spiritual lethargy out of sheer weariness. 
The moral attitude of saviors of democra­ 
cy was for them 
maintained 
too 
long. 
Most 
Americans 
have 
been 
merely 
human. Circumstances have enabled them 
to let well enough alone and blink at the 
future. Strain is always followed by relax­ 
ing. 
The years succeeding our revolution 
were morally dark; the decade after the 
civil war was demoralizing; the six years 
since 1918 have been true to the post-war 
type. 
“ Will it be six years with the flesh- 
pots, or sixteen? 
Shall we fatten our­ 
selves for the slaughter or use the fore­ 
sight that distinguishes men from beasts? 
The answer depends upon our ability to 
develop leadership, or our luck in blun­ 
dering, as in the past, upon it.

Shall everyone be compelled to furnish 
finger prints for a card index at police 
stations? 
A proposal to that effect is 
made by Paul Waggoner, secretary and 
treasurer of the International Association 
for Identification. 
A few of the advantages of such an in­ 
dex are pointed out by the proposer. Such 
a record of the whorls on the end of our 
fingers, he informs us, would cause an an­ 
nual reduction 
of 
$6,600,000 
in 
the 
amount of loss by sneak thievery and bur­ 
glary; would restore to their families 80,- 
000 girls annually; would 
give 
resting 
places in family grave lots to the greater 
part of the 10,000 unknowns interred in 
potter’s fields. 
Such a system of identification would 
draw from the coffers of life insurance 
companies the annual average of $14,000,- 
000 withheld because of inability to iden­ 
tify the dead as the insured, a major item 
in itself. 
To some the index undoubtedly would 
occasion inconvenience but to society as 
a whole the influence should prove bene­ 
ficial. 
And why, it may be asked, should not 
the finger record be put to domestic uses 
as well?

The 
board explained that it was a help­ 
ful m eans of identification and an 
effective safeguard against fraud.

The com plaints declared that such 
a requirem ent would prevent certain 
other w om en from registering and 
having the chance to vote. So the 
hoard put it up to Attorney G en­ 
eral Barrett. 
The election law does not speci­ 
fically require that age he stated, 
according to the attorney general, 
hut it does provide that "the board 
of

shall 
m ake all necessary rules and regula­ 
tions not inconsistent with this art­ 
icle with reference to the registra­ 
tion of voters and the conduct of 
ejections," lie added.

poisoning 
his 
wife 
and VVilford Sweet in. 
In his statem ent to the authori­ 
ties, H ight declared the m urder of 
his wife was prompted to “relieve 
her of her sufferings.’ 
According 
to the 
statem ent 
he 
placed the poison in her coffee on 
the morning of Sept. IO. 
Hight was questioned 
from 
9 
o’clock last night until 4 o’clock 
this morning before the confession 
of the m urder of his wife was ob­ 
tained. 
A 
few' m inutes later he 
confessed also to the m urder of 
Sweet in. 
He claimed to be tem porarily out 
of his mind at the time. 
Rev. H ight said he had put poison 
in Sw eeting w ater to put him out 
of pain. 
This 
was 
on 
the 
morning 
of 
Sunday, July 
27, at the 
Sweetin 
homo, where Sweetin lay ill. 
Hight declared in his confession 
that there had never been anything 
between himself and Mrs. Sw’eetin 
and absolved her of any complicity 
in the double crime. 
States 
Attorney 
Thom pson 
an ­ 
nounced today he had sent his broth­ 
er, Neil Thompson, who is also an 
attorney, to W hite county to investi­ 
gate reports th at a 
Centerville 
girl 
with whom the H ight 
family 
had 
been intim ate, had died under mys­ 
terious circum stances 
there 
three 
years ago. 
Several pictures of the girl were 
found in the H ight 
home 
and in 
questioning Hight he mentioned that 
the girl had been poisoned by drink­ 
ing water. 
The state’s attorney said th at 
al­ 
though there was no direct evidence 
of foul play, he 
felt, 
in 
view* of 
Hights confession, it might be well 
to look into the case. 
Mrs. Sweetin was 
prostrated at 
her home today and made no state­ 
ment. 
An officer w'as sent to inform 
her late last night that poison had 
been found in the 
viscera of 
her 
husband. 
Traces of the same poison had 
been found by a Chicago chem ist 
in the viscera of both persons. The 
clergyman, 
although 
he 
adm itted 
Saturday he had purchased poison 
three tim es in recent 
months 
in 
Benton and Mt. Vernon, had stoutly 
m aintained he had obtained it to 
kill rats which infested the par­ 
sonage. 
In his confession, Hight exoner­ 
ated Mrs. Wilford Sweetin of all 
blame and declared there was no 
basis for the village gossip linking 
his nam e with hers. 
He persist­ 
ently denied there had been any 
but honorable 
relations 
between 
himself and 
Mrs. 
Sw’jetin, 
whom 
he had told his wife ho considered 
“the most beautiful w'orcan in Ina.” 
Hight w ent frequently 
to 
the 
Sweetin home in his 
official 
ca­

PITTSBURGH, Pennsylvania—One 
year less than a century ago an iron 
mill was built on the outskirts of 
Pittsburgh. 
It was a small affair, 
constructed on the banks of the Al­ 
legheny River by the firm of Milten- 
berger and Brown. 
For 99 years it 
grew and played an im portant part 
in the city’s industrial life but now, 
instead of being on the outskirts of 
Pittsburgh, it stands within a few 
blocks of the very heart of the city’s 
shopping and office center. 
And this is the chief reason the 
oldest independent iron 
and 
steel 
mill In Pittsburgh 
is 
being 
torn 
down. 
The firm of Brown and Co., 
Inc., the present owners, is going out 
of business 
because 
there is 
too 
much business. 
The site of the mill 
occupies about three acies and if it 
continued operation it would be nec­ 
essary for expansion. On three sid« s 
are tall buildings and on the other is 
the river. 
J. S tuart Brown, grand­ 
son of the founder, said he did not 
wish to assum e the responsibility of 
erecting a new plant elsewhere, and 
he felt he deserved a rest. 
Conse­ 
quently the business will b i discon­ 
tinued. 
Decision to stop work in the mill 
was reached last June, 
and

wheel of its machinery has turned 
since. 
Wh n running at fifll ca; i- 
city the plant employed" between 400 
and 600 men.

VELOCITY OF LIGHT 


By the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—Professor A. 
A.Michelson, of the 
University 
of 
Chicago, one of the world’s most em­ 
inent 
scientists, 
today 
announced 
through the Associated 
Press, re­ 
sults of experimentation 
with 
the 
velocity of light conducted by him 
last summer at Mount Wilson Obser­ 
vatory in California. 
The outcome, 
he said, was “very promising.” 
The problem was to reduce uncer­ 
tainty as to the number of 
miles 
light travels in one second of time. 
Dr. Michelson explained that 
thus 
far the average speed given by vari­ 
ous methods of 
measurement 
was 
186,300 miles a second, 
the 
uncer­ 
tainty being a matter of 
twenty or 
thirty miles and the goal a reduction 
of this uncertainty to one mile. 
To obtain his results this summer, 
Dr. Michelson used an octagonal re­ 
volving mirror and improvements in 
this apparatus will, it is hoped, give 
even more satisfactory results when 
the work la continued in the summer 
of 1925.

Two methods of review are sug­ 
gested : 
I. Have the pupils go over the quar- ! 
ter’s lessons and bring in reports 
which will picture Jesus as to His 
deity, pity, courage, devotion, etc. This 
should be assigned the week before 
and the reports should be written out 
dearly and distinctly and restricted 
;o a certain number of minutes, ac­ 
cording to the size of the class and 
rime allotted for the review. 
II. The Summary Method. This con­ 
sists in a statement of the principal 
facts and leading lessons. The follow­ 
ing suggestions are offered: 
Lesson 1. That whicli Mlcah the 
prophet foretold some 700 years be­ 
fore and Gabriel announced to Mary 
and Joseph took place In Bethlehem 
and was made known to the shep­ 
herds. 
When the shepherds had in­ 
vestigated they went back praising 
the Lord and telling the good tidings 
to others. Those who hear the Gospel 
must tell It to others. 
Lesson 2. Though Jesus Christ was 
the Son of God, therefore divine, and 
had taken upon Himself the human 
nature, which the Holy Ghost had cre­ 
ated, He developed as a normal human 
being. 
Lesson 3. While Jesus was absolute­ 
ly sinless, He submitted to baptism, 
which is a sinner’s ordinance, because 
He took the place of sinners. 
It was 
an act of dedication of Himself to the 
task of bringing in a righteousness 
which wag accomplished on the cross 
of Calvary. 
Lesson 4. Jesus was led into the wil­ 
derness by the Spirit to be tested by 
the power and subtlety of the devil in 
order to demonstrate the reality of 
the union of the human and divine na­ 
tures—in order that man might have 
a real foundation upon which his faith 
might rest in order to be saved. Christ 
met and defeated Satan by the use of 
the Scriptures. 
Lesson 5. When John the Baptist 
pointed out to his disciples the Lamb 
of God, they left him and followed 
Jesus. When they came to know Him 
as the Messiah, they brought others 
to Him. The natural thing for one to 
do who has found Christ Is to bring 
others to Him for salvation. 
Lesson 6. Marriage was ordained by 
God and the first wedding was sanc­ 
tioned by His presence. Jesus Christ, 
who was hourly about His Father’s 
business, set a mark of honor upon 
the mainspring of life by gracing this 
marriage feast with His presence. The 
Redeemer of man thus lifted the ordi­ 
nance of marriage to its proper dignity 
m d beauty. 
The design was to show 
the divine glory. 
Lesson 7. When Jesus, the Lord of 
(he temple, found it defiled, He drove 
yut the money changers and the ani­ 
mals. 
To use the Lord’s house as a 
place of merchandise is to pollute it. 
Because He was zealous for God He 
could not rest while God’s house was 
misused. 
Lesson 8. Though Nlcodemus was a 
man of high station, a ruler among 
the Jews, even a religious teacher, he 
needed to be regenerated before he 
could see the Kingdom of God. 
Lesson 9. Because Jesus’ supreme 
business was to seek and to save the 
lost He “must needs go through Sa­ 
maria” to save the immoral woman 
who came to Jacob’s well. 
Lesson 10. Sickness of the nobleman’s 
soa brought him to Jesus. 
Because 
the nobleman believed Jesus he had 
the Joy of seeing his son alive. 
Lesion 11. Jesus’ habit was to go to 
God s house to worship. While in the 
synagogue Ile read and expounded the 
Scriptures.
